Force, till all their Ammunition was ſpent; 
the Monſieur himſclf, an Excellent Marks- 
Man, often Fitcing in the Head of themg 
after which, he and his Men Retreated to 
the Town, with no great loſs, and defen- 
ded themicives with their Baggonets in 
their Muskets, till they took Poſicſſion 
of Two the Forts beyond theTown. The 
French Captazn, and his Party, 

the Lower Fob, ard Loyd, with the 
Jnumkullire Men ,.. WENT TO the Upper 
Forth, tiom whence Loyd that Night, 
went towards Jaziskulling, falling on the 
Iriſh, ith a Pafs which he was to go over, 
and killing Two Hundred , not lofin 
Fiftcen himſcif; The>French in their Re- 
rreat, car;icd Fire and Provilions into the 
Forth, Whcicin they found Three Barrels 
of Powder, with which thcy defended 
themſclves bravely for Three Days; and

. ſecure Jn the Town, they ſalfied, from 
the £orvb, on the Iriſo, Killed abbut Two 
Hundred, and drove the reſt out of the 
Tawny which.

their H-rds flying from thence, had ear 
up all the Graſs, and Flay, in Eaſt and 
Welt Meathes, County of Kildare, King 
and Qweens County, and were going to- 
wards Munſter ; that in all probability 
they would deitroy all the Forage of thac 
County ; for (helays) they drive Three 
Thouſand Head of QCifer Cattle in a 
Drove, and entcr on any Man's Groand, 
and cat up «ll his Hay, Graſs, Corn, and 
Pettedoes; and ſo from Farm to Farm, 
like Caterpillars, tillthey devour all. He 
Reports alſo, thet they had the Account 
in Deblir, of the Lord Dorer's Landing 
in the Welt, from France, with only one 
Ship, having loſt a ſmall Ship, Laden 
with Arms and Ammunition, which they 
ſaid was taken by the Exgliſþ Fleetz he 
heard of no cther Ships arriving from 
Erance, when he Icft Dabliz. He tarther 
fays, tbat the [riſÞ Court at Dublin were 
not (in their uſual manner ) extrava-
